TRUE HISTORY OF COMMUNISM 
By George Nelson 


Most of us know that Wright in- 
vented the airplane, Robert Fulton the 
steamboat, Edison the electric light, 
and so forth. But, since so few know 
the real history of Communism, we 
give it here.— 


In May, 1776, Adam Weishaupt, a 
university teacher of Bavaria, first put 
into actual practice the principles that 
the world could be conquered by in- 
fecting the masses of peoples with false 
ideas. Prior-to that time people, as well 
as nations, were conquered almost by 
military arms alone and while- many 
cunning schemers such as Machiavelli 
existed throughout history it was Weis- 
haupt who first put into practice the 
modern doctrines of Communism. 


Weishaupt proved that the people 
could be tricked into practicing false 
ideas and unworkable theories. For 
example, the people were told that if 
they killed their king, their government 
officials, their wealthy people and their 
church leaders, that they would have 
unprecedented liberty and freedom, be- 
cause they would be responsible to no 
one. The masses of the people were 
told that these were modern ideas and, 
even though much blood would be 
shed, that unparallel equality and free- 
dom would result for the people. 
and that the secret revolutionary soci- 
eties had humanitarian aims. 


With the hope of securing the prom- 
ised liberty, equality and fraternity, a

But, after that bloody revolution, the 
people did not really gain the equality 
and freedom they sought but -got only 
a change to masters far more severe 
than the first. Then the revolutionary 
leaders seized the government author- 
ity that had been cast into the street by 
the people. The people had been trick- 
ed for the simple reason that in nature 
itself there is no equality. Some men 
are born strong, others weak. Some 
are ambitious, others lazy. No two men 
are equally alike. Again for the simple 
reason that absolute freedom is con- 
trary to nature.

Who has 
freedom to violate the laws of nature 
without penalty? Not every idea is a 
practical fact and not all theories are 
workable. So the people of the French 
revolution got tyranny instead of equal- 
ity and freedom they were promised. 


Eventually, Weishaupt, Marat, Dan- 
ton, Mirabeau, and other revolutionists, 
were jailed or executed. Their aims 
and works, however, were continued 
by other revolutionaries up to the pres- 
ent time under various names, such as 
Socialists, Nihilists, Bolshevists, Social 
Republicans, Laborites, Loyalists, etc. 
These are various names but with the 
same old Weishaupt doctrines, such as 
abolition of private property, abolition 
of existing religions and regimentation 
of the masses of the people. 

Communism of today is really mis- 

named. 
is really Super Capitalism. Instead of 
the people being more. equal, accord- 
ing to this system the people and their 
commissars are far more unequal. 
« The Russian leaders live in luxury 
while the modern Russian people live 
in ignorance, fear, and poverty-stricken 
slavery. All of Europe is in the menace 
of Communism today. Throughout 
history, people have been deceived and 
maneuvered into practicing false ideas 
and unworkable theories. But never 
before in the history of the world has 
the mechanism for. deceiving people 
been so perfected. 


On that day when all the people of 
the world know the truth about Com- 
munism and unite to oppose it, Com- 
munism and its plotters will be defeat- 
ed. If the people continue to be plea- 
sure-seeking, disloyal and gullible, they 
will be enslaved as barnyard cattle in 
human form.

a New Dealer Congress of a eonspiracy 
that aimed at undermining and over- 
throwing our government. One won- 
dets what will happen now, with this, 
when it reaches Washington? If it 
lights on thimking, courageous, active 
for-America-and-the-people men—they 
will plumb its guts — and the farther 
they go, the better it will be for the 
United States. As yet there is no sign 
that Congress realizes it is in a new 
political world. An East Europe world. 
A world where the winners doubt the 
most and trust the least. A world where 
the only defense is mistrust — organ- 
ized and effective. 

Since the record shows the Congress 
is oppos@i by an administration which 
has been so completely compromiséd 
by Stalin’s agents, that it is virtually a 
representative of the Soviet; and the 
AEC affair is ample proof of that fact 

i . it is evident progress requires 
the organization of a joint House- 
Senate Anti-Communism, Anti-Soviet, 
Pro-United States League. Thought 
will satisfy the critical there is no work- 
able substitute. Stalin is the foe. His 
moves are planned by a Politburo of 
14 thoroly trained and experienced con- 
spirators, Individuals cannot buck 
them successfully. 

There is another reason for such an 
organization: As Congress stands, its 
pro-Soviet members being mostly un- 
dercover, they are vastly more effective 
than they would be were they out in 
the open — standing out where all may 
know them: Membership should be by 
invitation only. Known pro-Sovieters 
would exclude themselves. . The rest 
must be .screened. How? By their 
records. For examples: No Senator 
who voted for Lilienthal or any mem- 
ber of the AEC. should be invited. 


Let us here inject some political pen- 
icillin. It might save millions of lives, 
in this case. Just a little philosophy. 
What is Philosophy? It is the truth. 
Plato said a philosopher is ““One who 
seeks the vision of truth.”’ The word is 
from filo - search, and soph - truth. 

The record of government shows 
sound legislation is ever present and 
is had when men, in time of need, ac- 
cept and apply simple medicines that 
are at hand. It shows no great nation 
ever went into decline and decay with- 
out first having refused — thru inertia 
— to get off the wrong and onto the 
out-of-the-mess road. And that in na- 
tional crises the help came from the 
bottom. We grow upward — not 
downward. 

Our Constitution provides an ex- 
ample: Who was it who first found and 
pointed out that its completion re- 
quired — its Bill of Rights: if not 
George Mason, a FARMER? And the 


rule is old: In Switzerland, when being 
hurt by a corrupt political alliance, it 
was again the FARMERS of Uri, 
Schwyz, and Nidwalden who formed 
the Everlasting League to keep Swids 
rule clean forevermore. And it func- 
tions to this day. Its age is 656 years. 
The philosophy is: Quit looking up — 
look down and in a mirror. Where 
courage is needed, it should not be 
misconstrued to be genius. 


The big question is: Will we see in 
Germany’s experience what is being 
repeated in the United States? And 
will we act on it quickly enough, and 
with enough vigor and firmness to save 


our country?

The New Deal meekly allowed the 
Soviet to rape and enslave Finland, 
Lithuania, Poland, Eastern Germany, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania, Hungary, 
Bulgaria, Albania, Jugo Slavia and Aus- 
tria. How_ in view of the existing situ- 
ation, could it use any other policy? 
It was a case of the Democratic Party 
— or else. And you may be sure about 
it: that long before it occurred, FDR 
had learned what a terrible mistake he 
had made, and had prayed — many a 
time — for a miracle of some kind to 
come along and save his Party. Mr. 
Truman has undoubtedly duplicated the 
prayer. 

The Administration MUST squander. 
It can do naught else. Is not}gguander- 
ing the United States into bajruptcy, 
one of the Soviet’s chief aims? Was 
there ever a successful revolution which 
was not preceded by a hungry and des- 
perate mass? 

How are public officials comprom- 
ised? Thru bribery and conferring pol- 
itical helpful favors upon opportunists. 
The work of such officials has helped 
the Soviet in thousands of ways — the 
most glaring example of which may be 
the Lilienthal AEC affair. It has also 
provided the Soviet with vast sums of 
money and supplies — billions. If you 
would know your faithful and unfaith- 
ful colleagues — that you may help 


the one and shun the other kind — you 
need only take the Congressional Ree- 
ord and make a careful examination 
of the Senate speeches, arguments, 
answers and discussions in the Lilien- 
thal matter. If you have not done so, 
take the hours and slowly — thinkingly 
— read the record. 


It all follows just about this pattern: 
Note particularly the insistence and 
persistence with which one trusted Sen- 
ator urged haste —- on the ground it 
was the matter’s essence. Add the fact 
engaging in crime inculcates a common 
desire to get the job over with. And 
then note that GROVES — the man of 
all men who knew the most about this 
matter— showed its falsity by stating 
THERE WAS NO NEED TO HURRY. 
Next add the transparent fact that in a 
matter of such grave importance haste 
is the thing the wise shun most. The 
case is then complete. KNOW your 
foe — that is the essence of political

What does the future hold for the 
Soviet’s dupes?
